= > reply. The Post, a ee 

emocratic paper, is generaily in 
full-agreement with the war- 
program of Washington. It is 
significant that on the vital ues- 
tion of Germany, the Post finds 
it necessary to disagree. Signifi- 
cant—but not surprising, for the 
Post's readers must include 
many refugees themselves from 
the Buchenwalds,- and many 
more whose relatives and friends 
were ruthlessly destroyed by the 
Nazis whom the State Depart- 
ment now proposes to return to 
inilitary power. 

It is true that in typical Social- 
Democratic fashion, the Post 
misrepresents the Soviet propcal 
and calls it an abandonment of 
its opposition. to German. re- 
militarization and renazification.
